OLI Kilns Replaced 
In reviewing the progress made 
by this industry, it was pointed out 
that originally there were five of 
the old style stack kilns, fueled by 
coal. These have been replaced by 
continuous kilns, the first one hav­ 
ing been installed in 1930. 
Tile old kilns had 
to 
be 
filled, 
fired, emptied and cooled, while the 
continuous type run day and night 
the year around with temperatures 
automatically controlled. They 
are 
fired by gas. Oil standby is used in 
case of a gas shortage. 
Electricity has replaced oil lamps, 
used in the early days, and also op­ 
erates machines formerly run "by 
hand-power. 
The first set of dishes made by 
the company was named "Salem,” 
all sets being named at that time.

Dring confirm ed th at the pro- 
posaJ involved subm itting wage m at­ 
ters to arbitration on a national 
level.

W A SH IN G TO N -, April 10- Secre- 
tary of Labor SchweUenbach today 
challenged the right of the house

Schwellenbach told a senate ap­ 
propriations subcommittee: 
“ This action of the house would 
seem to b? an unconstitutional ex­ 
ercise of the executive functions by 
the congress” 
The $598.060 house cut in funds 
for the conciliation service was part 
of a slash in the Labor Depart­ 
ment’s operating money for 1948 
for the $31,850.700 
asked by Presi­ 
dent Truman to $18,136.200. 
Schwellenbaeh declared 
that 
if 
the senate upholds the 43 percent 
reduction the department will be 
unable to carry out many functions 
required of it by law. 
He said the result will be "detri­ 
mental eonsequenceivto our economy 
far outweighing the apparent sav­ 
ings of 13M; million dollars.” 
“ I am in complete accord with 
the view that it U necessary to be­ 
gin making substantial reduction 
in our national debt,” the labor 
secretary said in a prepared state­ 
ment ‘‘but I am Convinced that 
this must be done without cutting 
off services which are vital to the 
maintenance of a stabilized econo­ 
my.” 
He said the house action would 
eliminate virtually the whole super­ 
visory and administrative staff "and 
the organization would become a 
headless body."
